Gales of 100 m.p.h. sweep savagely across the low, level stretches of our Northern 
Scottish shores. Heavy Caithness slab tiles are the traditional roofing material for 
the windswept expanses of Dounreay.

THE CLADDING OF SKYSCRAPERS 


OR the architect, the issue of whether or not the all-glass 
wall is the right thing for London office buildings is 
hopelessly confused. If we neglect the important emo- 

tional question of whether or not we prefer glass-clad to 
masonry-clad buildings, the matter is resolved quite simply into 
the proposition: is the saving in office floor space and in 
structure which usually results from the use of a curtain wall 
more than offset by the added cost of cleaning the curtain 
and of obtaining a livable climate within it? Sir Howard 
Robertson, in a letter which we publish on page 722, says it is. 
In taking up this issue with Sir Howard we are concerned 
not so much with his detailed points (though we find most 
of these contestable) but with his evident assumption that he 
has submitted the curtain wall to a sufficient test and has found 
it wanting. 
In reality our knowledge of the physiological and economic 
— of using a glass curtain fall far short of what we need 
) form a considered judgment. Even so, the balance of 
hee on the use of the glass curtain in this country tends 
the other way to that suggested by Sir Howard. After all, 
the parallel with New York is deceptive, for there the problem 
is how to get rid of unwanted heat in summer. With us, 
it is how to keep warm in winter. The Englishman is accus- 
tomed to thinking of glass as a great source of heat loss. What 
he forgets is precisely what the New Yorker knows so well, 
namely that it is a great source of solar heat gain, even on dull 
winter days, and that in a building like an office block, which 
is used in the daytime only, glass may reduce fuel consumption 
and the maximum heating load. But this is speculation. 
We mention it only to draw attention to our deplorable lack 
of reliable information on what is evidently a crucial matter. 
On cleaning and maintenance we have two points to make. 
The first is that architects tend to think of maintenance in 
terms of the unplanned maintenance which they have been 
accustomed to provi iding—of plucky little men balancing 
precariously on cornices and sills, or dangling on extempore 
cradles. When it is planned from the beginning (wde the 
TUC building) it is much less expensive. Second, that we 
may be witnessing a profound change in public attitude: 
when people see enough habitually clean buildings in their 
city centres they will no longer tolerate habitually dirty ones. 
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NO COWS IN THE LANE ? 

The Royal Fine Art Commissien did 
not choose the happiest word when it 
described Hyde Park as “ pastoral” in 
its objection to the skyscraper hotel 
proposed for Park Lane. Leading 
counsel for the promoters amused him- 
self at the public inquiry last week by 
handing round photographs showing 
speakers’ corner, Kensington barracks 
and other non-pastoral subjects. When 
he began ponderously to define “ pas- 
toral ” as meaning “ to do with sheep,” 
this was too much for a gentleman in 
loud check tweeds, sitting incon- 
gruously among about four dozen 
black-coated lawyers. Sheep grazing, 
he said, was one of the Park’s well- 
known activities. So the RFAC stood 
gloriously vindicated. 

- 

There is, incidentally, something 
strangely anomalous about the inquiry. 
It is a town-planning inquiry, held 
by a town-planning inspector of the 
MOHLG. But the promoters’ counsel 
invited the Minister to approve the 
scheme on economic grounds, even if 
he thought there were sound town- 
planning objections to the hotel. The 
new hotel, he believed, would bring 
in the astronomical sum of 36 million 
dollars a year, if not more. But surely 
if the Minister considers that the case 
against the hotel is proved on town- 
planning grounds, the right solution is 
to find a more suitable site for the 


hotel. One of the good results of the 
Government’s decision to publish in- 
spectors’ reports is that, if the Minister 
approves the proposal—we shall at 
least be able to see if he has done so on 
its merits, or on grounds that have 
nothing to do with planning. 


CERTIFIED HOUSES 
A horrifying picture of the continuing 
extent of jerry-building in spec. built 
housing was given by George Langley- 
Taylor at a Press conference held last 
week to launch the new “General 
Specification of Constructional Stan- 
dards” adopted by the National 
Housebuilders’ Registration Council. 
Mr. Langley-Taylor told the Press that 
he would like to open their eyes to the 
great amount of sub-standard building 
that was going on. Within the last two 
months he had seen a house under 
construction in which there was not one 
piece of timber that he would have 
permitted to be used. In another case, 
he saw soil excavated from the site 
being used in the concrete mix. 
* 


Which raises the question: how much 
will jerry-building be curbed by the 
new specification and the certificate of 
the NHBRC? The Council say that 
the proportion of privately built houses 
receiving their certificate has increased 
from 11 per cent. last year to 12 per 
cent. this year. Mr. Langley-Taylor an- 
ticipates that this percentage will now 
rise “ by leaps and bounds” because 
the seller’s market is over. But is this 
certain, or even likely? Is it not 
equally likely that when money is short 
and houses are dear purchasers will 
seek cheapness before everything else, 
and builders will try to sell their houses 
by cutting quality and price?

As for the specification: if, as the 
NHBRC says, more than 90 per cent. 
of the houses they approve are “ archi- 
tect-designed ” there should be no need 
for a specification if the architects gave 
their full and proper services to the 
job. But “ architect-designed ” means, 
one suspects, no more than that the 
builder has purchased some drawings, 
probably not even related to the site 
on which the individual dwellings are 
to go. And the specification is de- 
signed solely to achieve minimum 
standards of construction—standards 
which ought to be ensured by the by- 


laws. Nothing is done about the much 
bigger problem of design and perfor- 
mance. A house built, for example, 
with poor thermal insulation, or with- 
out any means of heating the bedrooms, 
can qualify for the NHBRC certificate. 
Nor does the council accept any legal 
responsibility for the houses it certifies. 


VICTORIAN GROUP 

Linley Sambourne’s Kensington 
drawing-room can have changed by 
hardly so much as a bronze knick- 
knack during the last seventy or eighty 
years. In this lush and nostalgic setting 
his grand-daughter, the Countess of 
Rosse, last week gathered together all 
the boys—meaning almost everyone 
from Lord Esher, Goodhart-Rendel and 
John Betjeman to humble ASTRAGAL. 
The object of the meeting was to form 
The Victorian Group. It was bound 
to happen. If the group is to preserve 
knick-knacks it had better be still-born. 
If it is to aid and abet the SPAB in 
docketing historic monuments. then 
good luck to it. On the whole it had 
better avoid calling itself “ Victorian ” 
—the word now has overtones of funni- 
ness. It should, moreover, find itself a 
title that will enable its activities to 
cover the years up to 1914. ASTRAGAI 
gathers that suggestions, if possible 
pithy, will be welcome. 


MANCURIAN VIEW OF AA 

The Manchester Guardian has been 
having a look at the exhibition of mem- 
bers’ and students’ paintings and draw- 
ings at the Architectural Association. 
And it comes to the flattering con- 
clusion that the secret of the AA’s 
influence is the democracy that makes 
no distinction between the first year 
student and the most eminent architects 
when it hangs their sketches on the 
wall. In fact, only the AA and those 
who know who’s who can tell whether 
it is the students or the architects who 
are doing the better work. While it 
might be interesting to make a direct 
comparison between the work of the 
students and the members. the Man- 
chester Guardian has shown an unusual 
discernment in its diagnosis. The 
fellowship of members and students is 
indeed the AA’s most valuable charac- 
teristic.

Concrete Factory Competition 


A competition for the design of a reinforced 
concrete factory building, with first, second 
and third prizes of £1 000, £500 and £250 
respectively, is announced by the Cement 
Marketing Company.

RIBA 


Supervision and Inspection 
of Work 


The RIBA has issued the following state- 
ment : 

“ The Conditions of Engagement which 
preface the RIBA Scale of Professional 
Charges lay down that while constant super- 
vision is not to be expected of him, the 
Architect shall give such periodical super- 
vision and inspection as may be necessary 
to ensure that the works are being executed 
in general accordance with the contract. 

‘Implicit in this clause is the principle (a) 
that the client has a right to his architect's 
general survetilance over the building he was 
engaged to create. (b) that, as with any pro- 
fessional man in similar circumstances, the 
architect has both a right and a duty to 
ensure that his conceptions on the drawing 


board shall be truly and accurately trans- 
lated into buildings on the ground. 
“It will occasionally happen through 


special circumstances that it suits all con- 
cerned for the architect to provide partial 
services excluding site supervision, a con- 
tingency allowed for in the Scale of Charges. 
Evidence has frequently reached the Salaried 
and Official Architects’ Committee. how- 
ever, that in cases where substantial build- 
ings are involved and no question of partial 
services arises, architects are often given no 
opportunity to exercise this essential func- 
tion of supervision, their responsibilities 
being limited to skeich design. working 
drawings and snecifications. Such cases 
occur primarily in the field of public works 
both in this country and overseas, the 
responsibility for supervision resting with 
engineers instead of architects. 

‘While constant superintendence rightly 
remains the function of the Clerk of Works 
appointed by the client, the Committee, with 
the full support of the Practice Committee. 
regard as an unwarranted encroachment 
upon the proper functions of an architect 

anv arrangement which deprives him of the 
right to general supervision of his work. 

“Upon their recommendation, the Council 
have accordingly resolved that it is in the 
best interests of the client and in accordance 
with good architectural practice that the 
work designed by an architect should be 
given such periodical inspection and super- 
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vision, preferably by the architect himself, 
or otherwise by another member of the pro- 
fession, as will ensure that the work complies 
with the design; and that public employers 
should provide for the architects on their 
staffs all reasonable opportunities for this 
responsibility to be properly discharged.” 


Assistant Secretary 


The RIBA Council have appointed Dayid 
Maurice Waterhouse, LL.B., as an assistant 
secretary on the staff of the Institute. He 
will be concerned primarily with matters of 
law and architectural practice and will also 
represent the Institute on the secretariat of 
the Joint Consultative Committee af Archi- 
tects, Quantity Surveyors and Builders and 
the Joint Contracts Tribunal. 

Mr. Waterhouse was called to the Bar in 
1949, and after practise at the Chancery Bar 
in Lancashire became a legal assistant to 
the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries. 


Since 1953 he has been assistant legal 
adviser to the Country Landowners’ 
Association. He will be taking up his duties 


early in the New Year. 


President’ s B veaalicust 


Leonard Walden, President of the NFBTE, 
spoke on the BBC Home Service last week 
about the effects of the investment cuts in 
the building industry. Employers, he said, 
must now push on more vigorously than 
ever towards higher efficiency. They must 
mechanize more. Expenditure on mechani- 
cal plant had been doubled in the last six 
years, but there was still room for improve- 
ment. They must be more ready to apply 
the results of building research, and take 
more notice of the advice and technical 
information they got from the BRS. They 
must bring their costing and accounting 
systems up to date, and firms which did 
not use the Federation’s Building Advisory 
Service on management risked losing their 
work to more efficient firms. Building 
owners, he added, must take firm decisions 
and not alter them once work had started, 
and they must settle their plans with their 
architects in good time. Millions were 
wasted every year through inadequate pre- 
planning.

Having regard to recent criticism of more 
solid forms of facade treatment and the 
pressure exerted towards light and glassy 
claddings I think it may be of interest to 
a section of your readers to give some 
impressions resulting from a further and 
very recent visit to the United States. 

My feeling is that in America the “all- 
glass” front for air-conditioned offices (in 
reality about 50 per cent. glass owing to fire 
regulations) may soon be on the way out. 
My reasons are as follows: 

1. The load on the air-conditioning for 
both heating and cooling is found to be 
excessive and uneconomic 
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2. The heat resisting glass reduces summer 


heat. but correspondingly cuts down the 
— of solar warmth in winter. 

The next logical step, already in applica- 
tion on lower surfaces, is the use of sun 
louvres, of various degrees of complication, 
requiring maintenance and adding to initial 
costs. 

The “ dil-glass” fronts, having attrac- 
tive possibilities in the country (views, etc.) 
seem in the cities to demand extensive use 
of venetian blinds, behind which. electric 


light is burning, thus adding a fresh source 
of heat. Otherwise the glare, at certain 
phases of the year, is terrific.

expensive as masonry, and if the added cost 
of an excess loaded air-conditioning is added,

a club with a television and not 
maypole. 

So what it really comes down to is that 
he doesn’t like the shape of the houses 
Why did they have to be that shape? he 
asks (in “Not Quite Architecture” on 
(October 31). Well he’s quite right that Corb 
helped, though it gives me great joy to 
record that he missed what is almost cei- 
tainly the main source (the caretaker’s house 
at Ronchamp). But the main reason was 
that, Rushbrooke and the projects all 
accepted that for piece-meal half-a-dozen 
off rural housing one can’t postulate a tech- 
nological situation that doesn't exist. If 
you did try to design a row of six cottages 
in terms of jet-age, all-clipped-together, all- 
sprayed-on techniques the cost would reduce 
the poor beet-basher to pawning the telly 
in order to pay the rent. So we all stuck to 
the available rustic technology of industri- 
ally-produced,  lorry-distributed __ flettons, 
catalogue galvanized windows. machine- 
made interlocking tiles and so on. And 
within these techniques we all tried to create 
a counter-image to the one in which these 
materials always seem to result. 
Incidentally. Mr. Banham says that I gave 
the assurance that Rushbrooke was not! 
cribbed from the CIAM schemes. I did no 
such thing for two reasons—first, that there 
does not seem to me more than a most 
general family resemblance, and one result- 
ing more from intention and approach than 
from detailed plastic solutions. and sec- 
ondly that Rushbrooke was designed first 
by nearly a year. Rushbrooke was designed 
in summer °54, the Smithsons’ and Stirling’s 
schemes in spring “55, and Voelcker’s and 
Howell and Partridge’s in spring “56. | 
would like to apologize to the arghitects 
of Rushbrooke in case the omission of these 
dates from the article has lead to any false 
flights of fancy on the part of professional 
crib-spotters.

Last week we published an article by J. M. Richards 
on the Ministry of Pensions offices in 
Twickenham. E. H. Banks, the MOW’s senior 
architect in charge of the job replies below to the 
points made by Mr. Richards.

In the search to give expression to the services and 
H.M. Government in local offices lies 
the problem of their design. To balance certain for- 
mality—without heavy-handedness—with the human 
level activities of the Welfare State in action. ...

expected to pay due recognition to local character, 
materials and technics. 

Mr. Richards suggests that here good finishes have 
played the important part in creating the atmosphere 
of formality—but I should like to think it might be 
some design quality that provides this! 

After mentioning some external details Mr. Richards 
goes on to say he finds he is unable to reconcile the 
use of the brickwork covering the frame at the right- 
hand. I would submit that a glance at the plans indi- 
cates that at this end the utility and domestic rooms 
generally are provided. These have functions quite 


Fortuitously, this gives the opportunity of providing 
a foil to the entrance and aids the composing of the 
building, sited as it is on the corner of a return road. 
The placing of the r.w.p.’s was due to the desire to 
avoid splitting of narrow pier value at the east end 
and to obtain “ off-front * parking—as with m.p.v.’s 

It is felt that the projection of the headers on the end 
brickwork gives a rougher texture and thereby a 
contrast value to the smooth front facings. 

The placing of the ridge over the off-centre window 
at the end, gives a slight directional emphasis to the 
front of the building—like a Guard’s helmet when 
seen from the side. The ridge does not in fact come 
on the line of the internal columns. 

The intersection of planes in the internal corner (at 
the rear) is, I contend, best achieved by not letting the 
single storey wing “ bite” into the vertical line of the 
frame here, as would result if Mr. Richards’s approach 
were applied! 

Local offices, such as these, do not qualify for the 
more desirable “ venetian” blinds to guard against 
glare om the southern side—but sun-shading curtains 
have been provided.

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This year we have followed the precedent which we set two years ago of dividing the 
vast floor area of Olympia into 13 manageable sections. Taking each of these in 
turn we supply a plan of the section, a key plan showing where in Olympia the section 
is, a brief summary of what we think most interesting there, and a list in alphabetical 
order of virtually all those stands in the section which we know anything about. If you 
want to find a stand in a hurry turn to the index (pages 754-759) where a// stands are 
listed, note the section number, turn up the section and find the stand. It is perhaps 
worth noting that there has been a major re-shuffle of stands in the National Hall. The 
contractors’ plant and wood-working machinery categories have apparently grown since 
last time and, in addition to sections 8 and 9 (which have always been theirs) they have 
been allocated the western half of the National Hall (i.e. the whole of our section 1, 
less the eastern fringe). Any stand with a number between 300 and 500 thus belongs to 
one or other of these two categories. The only other golden rule is that any stand 
numbered 500 or over will be upstairs. Lastly there are eight stands on the second floor 
of the Empire Hall, {numbered 800-807), which are not included in any section as they 
are of very limited interest to architects. They are, however, in the index.

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27.F2 -SYLENZ: RUBBER-CUSHIONED INSULATING CLIPS AND ANCHOR MOULDS 


This Sheet describes Sylenz rubber-cushioned insulat- 
ing clips for the sound insulation of timber floors and 
partitions. They are designed to isolate the timber 
flooring and joists to reduce the sound vibration 
transmitted to the main structure. They may be used 
with any type of structural floor, in-situ or precast 
concrete, hollow tile, timber, etc. 
ix in. is allowed between walls and the battens or 
joists and the flooring to ensure a resilient floa‘ing floor. 


Constructioa 

The clips consist of upper and lower m.s. members 
separated by a rubber insulating pad to which they 
are fixed by tongues penetrating on opposite sides. 
In every case the insulating pad is 13 in. square and 
4 in. thick, of resilient rubber treated to increase its 
stability. strength and durability. The effect of the 
grip of the metal parts on the rubber pad after 
loading is predetermined and adjusted to avoid 
excessive lateral or vertical movement of the finished 
floor. All metal parts are rustproofed. The upper 


member has wings punched for nailing to battens 
and a round opening at the bottom through which 
protrudes the compression dome on the upper side 
of the pad. The lower steel member is differently 
shaped for each type of clip to suit its application. 


Types of Clip 

Type A: This clip is for setting direct into green con- 
crete or screed. The lower member has pointed legs 
with wedge-shaped fangs to provide a key. 

Type B: This type is used with an anchor mould 
cast into an in-situ concrete floor during laying and 
can be left without damage during construction. It 
ensures the level of the joists against any variation 
in the concrete sub-floor. The mould is of mild 
steel, dovetailed in section and perforated to form 
a key. The clip has wedge-shaped legs, fanged and 
indented for keying. The moulds can be delivered 
and fixed and the clips held by the manufacturer 
until requircd to minimise risk of loss or damage. 
Type C: This type is reversible, with a compression 
dome on the underside of the pad in addition to the 
one on the upper side. It is used between the two 
skins of a demountable partition, and for the simple, 
rapid erection of a lightweight curtain wall to isolate 
a room against the effects of impact and vibration. 
It is important that in fixing this type screws (no. 4 
or 5) be used, to avoid damaging the mounting of the 
clip. 

Types A.S and B.S: These types are for use with 
a precast concrete structural floor. They have one 
indented anchoring leg and are similar except for the 
position of the leg. Type A.S is used where battens 
are required to run across the floor beams and 
type B.S where they are to run parallel. 

Type F.F : This has a flat m.s. base with two holes at 
either end for nailing to joists of a timber structural 
floor or timber fixing blocks cast in a concrete floor. 
Type W : This type is designed to fit over the joists 
of a timber sub-floor. 


Fixing 
All clips are nailed to the battens at suitable centres 


A clearance of 


before the clips are fixed to the sub-loor. The clips 
should be heid firmly to the battens while nailing to 
compress the rubber dome. With type A, the battens 
to support the finished floor are fixed during con- 
struction and must be protected from subsequent 
damage. Theclips are pressed into the green concrete 
till the flat metal base is level with the surface. The 
flooring can be laid when the concrete has set. 

The anchor mould for use with type B is set in the 
concrete during construction. When the flooring is 
to be laid, the clips, nailed to the battens at centres 
corresponding with the moulds, are placed centrally 
in the moulds and grouted in with sand/cement 
mortar. The flooring is laid when the grout has set. 
Type C is affixed by screws (no. 4 or 5). 

The anchor legs of types A.S and B.S are grouted 
into the joints of a precast concrete structural floor. 
The floor can be grouted during construction with 
loose sand filling to provide holes for the clips. 
The sand is later removed and the clips, nailed to the 
battens at corresponding centres, are grouted into 
position. 

Type F.F is nailed direct to the joists of a timber 
sub-floor or to fixing blocks cast in a concrete floor. 
They are nailed to the battens at centres to cor- 
respond with joist or block spacing. 

Type W is fixed to battens at the joist spacing 
when used with a timber floor, and it fits over, and 
is nailed to, the joists. To ensure an even bearing, 
it is recommended also that a clip be fixed approxi- 
mately 4 in. from the wall end of every batten and 
that clips be staggered on adjacent battens. 


Spacing 

The following table sets out the approximate spacing 
of the clips along the battens, and between the rows 
of battens, for floors used for various purposes. The 
figures are based on the average superimposed load 
to be applied to the floor. 

The use of anchor moulds will not affect the spans 
given. The number of clips and moulds per yard 
super will vary slightly according to the size of the 
room. These figures have been based on a room 
30 ft. 0 in. by 20 ft. 0 in.

This Sheet describes Durasteel 3DF2 composite flat 
sheeting. The drawings give details of the material 
and show typical applications to partitions and 
ceilings. Fire-resisting doors panelled with the 
material are available as shown: the manufacturer 
should be consulted for details. 


Material 


The material consists of light-gauge steel facing 
sheets bonded under a pressure exceeding 2 tons 
per square inch to a highly-compressed asbestos 
composition core. The method of bonding elimi- 
nates cleavage and imparts rigidity to the metal. 
The standard facings are galvanised steel, but non- 
magnetic copper and half-hard aluminium-alloy 
are available as non-standard alternatives. 


Sizes and Weights 


Standard sizes and thicknesses are given on the face 
of the Sheet. The weights for these are as follows: 
din. thickness 44 Ib./sq. ft. 

# in. thickness 6 Ib./sq. ft. 
Sheets are also available 4 in. thick where light weight 
is preferable to higher fire resistance and these weigh 
24 Ib./sq. ft. ; 
Special sizes and other non-standard thicknesses can 
be supplied to order but in no circumstances can the 
length of sheets exceed 7 ft. 114 in. 


Fixing 

The sheets should be bolted or screwed to the frame- 
work on opposite edges, the remaining edges being 
butt-jointed with cover strips of mild steel or 3DF2 
sheet. The latter are supplied in 3-in. or 4-in. widths 
and are normally specified one grade lighter than the 
sheets used. The sheets can be readily drilled with 
standard metal working bits: timber should be 
placed beneath the sheet to prevent the drill from 
pushing the facing away from the core. Drill holes 
should not be closer to the edge of the sheet than 
4 in. Sheets can be cut with a hacksaw on the site 
to accommodate joists, pipes, etc., but to avoid 
extensive handsawing it is advisable, where dimen- 
sions are available, to order panels cut to size. 
Curvature of the sheets is restricted to the 4 in. and 
4 in. thicknesses and is then only possible to a very 
large radius. 


Edges: Exposed edges of sheets can be fitted at the 
factory with light steel channel binding, as shown 
in the isometric sketch on the face of the Sheet. 


Finish 

Steel facings are galvanised as standard; other 
finishes, e.g. heat-resisting aluminium paint, can be 
supplied to order. Sheets can be painted to conform 
to other finishes when used for interior work, but oil- 
bound paints should be avoided to minimise surface 
fire-risk.

Mechanical Strength 


In a progressive loading test (May, 1953) upon a 
standard Durasteel 3DF2 sheet, 3 in. thick, fixed at 
4-ft. centres, the observed permanent set was only 
#; in., after applying loads exceeding 4 ton ; the 
sheet was otherwise unaffected by the stresses 
imposed. 


Fire Resistance 


The fire resistance of the sheeting is naturally depen- 
dent upon the method of structural support used 
with it. A test was carried out in December, 1948, 
by the Joint Fire Research Organisation on a sample 
of Durasteel 3DF2, 3 in. thick, framed in steel angle 
in the form of a sliding fire-resisting door with an 
exposed area of 56 sq. ft. This officially passed the 
two-hour fire resistance grading. 

In a similar test in August, 1947, on a Durasteel 
hinged fireproof door, a two-hour grading was 
also achieved by % in. sheeting used as panels to the 
door. In this test the official temperature graph 
showed mean furnace temperatures exceeding 900° C. 
for two hours while the unexposed face of the Dura- 
steel panelled door at no time exceeded 560° C. 
Data on these and other tests on Durasteel fire- 
resisting doors are obtainable from the manufacturer.

NEW TOWNS 
A Progress Report 


Whitehall, having given the new town de- 
velopment corporations the duty of building 
the new ‘towns, seems almost to delight in 
placing obstacles in their way, some of them 
serious and others merely fatuous, like the 
refusal to sanction group television aerials 
at Basildon (writes a correspondent). Like 
the viewer at the panel game, the reader of 
the development corporations’ annual re- 
ports for the year to March 31, 1957* knows 
that the rate of interest has gone up to 

per cent.: a fact of which the corporations 
were unaware when, almost without excep- 


tion, they focused attention upon a 54 per 
cent. rate of interest and rising building 
costs as their biggest problems. The rate 


of interest dictates the rents that must be 
charged, and the success of the new towns 
depends upon their ability to attract new 
tenants. If the reports accurately state the 
problem as it was six months ago. a con- 
tinuation of the penal rate of 7 per cent. 
may jeopardize the success of those towns 
which have not yet progressed far enough 
to pay their way 

So far three towns, Harlow, Hemel Hemp- 
stead and Stevenage have begun to show a 
profit. on an accounting basis that is con- 
siderably stricter than a local authority’s. 
Even they will, on their own showing, be 
seriously embarrassed if they have to finance 
the remainder of their development at 7 per 
cent., but they have the advantage of having 
completed a larger part of the work at 
lower rates of interest. The younger towns 
will fee! the draught much more Keenly.

Stevenage has put the problem most 
strongly. It points out that if a development 
corporation stops building new houses be- 
cause of high costs, the town is left incom- 
p‘ete, the requirement of creating a balanced 
community is not fulfilled, and the popula- 
tion is incapable of supporting the social, 
recreational and other facilities which resi- 
dents expect. The corporations have no 
option, therefore, but to go on, and legally 
they are not allowed to make good a loss 
on new house-building from any source ex- 
cept house rents. Consequently the rents 
have gone up: and Stevenage contends that 
despite efforts to meet the difficulties of 
the lower paid tenants the high level of 
rents is causing some hardship. 

“The Corporation,” it says, “ regards this 
problem as one for your immediate and 

earnest consideration and feels that unless 
a national policy aimed at the reduction of 
interest rates and costs can be made to 
produce immediate results, steps must be 
taken to stabilize rents by other means. 

The curious thing is that the MOHLG 
forbids the cornorations to do some of the 


things that might help: for example, 
garages are in strong demand, and most 
towns now plan on the assumption that 


there will be one car for two houses. But 
the corvorations are not allowed to add the 
rents of garages built in blocks in housing 
areas to their rent pool. And Basildon com- 
plains that, although garages are a paying 
proposition, it is not allowed to build more 
than 14 ver cent. This robs the corporation 
of revenue, and wastes money, for the cor- 
poration points out that it is much cheaper 
to build garages as nart of a maior housing 
contract, than to put them in afterwards. 
In Stevenage building costs have been kept 
down by reducing specifications. but the 
renort observes: “the corporation does not 
believe that such reductions will in the lone 
run always result in a saving in overall 


costs when subsequent maintenance ex- 
penditure is taken into account.” It is more 
encouraging to read that the Corporation is 
now seeking to reduce initial costs by plan- 
ning projects:from the point of view of t 
contractor’s buying and site orpaization, i in 
order that he may streamline every aspect 
of the job. A recent contract let on these 
lines is said to be showing encouraging 
results. But the waste inherent in chopping 
and changing in Whitehall is evident from 
the fact that requests for reduction in capi- 
tal expenditure !ed not only to_ the 
“laborious process” of reducing specifica- 
tions, but also to an eight months delay in 
getting a contract started 

Harlow succeeded in reducing its adminis- 
trative costs, but found that increased in- 
terest charges swallowed up the economies. 
Crawley points out that, in a new town, a 
high interest rate cannot curtail capital in- 
vestment, to which it is inevitably com- 
mitted, and to this extent, it says, the high 
rate of interest must have an inflationary 
effect. Basildon illustrates the same point 
in another way: for it reports an increase 
in its deficit from £16,412 to £35,318, the 
most substantial change in its fortunes being 
an increase in interest charges of no less 
than £199,340. Cwmbran, situated in an 
area where both wages and rents are prob- 
ably lower than elsewhere. has slowed down 
the letting of contracts for the time being, 
because the high rates of interest and rising 
building costs make it difficult to let houses 
to the lower paid workers in the area. And 
it warns that this will cause acute difficulties 
if the expansion of industry continues. 
Bracknell reports that it has been hard 
pressed to maintain standards, and implies 
that it has failed to do so. for “certain 
savings have had to be effected.” 

The reports. apart from the financial 
worries disclosed, show that progress in 
general continued throughout the year.

The growing need for power 


As Britain’s industrial efficiency increases, so does 
the need for power. The demand for power doubles 
every ten years ; supplies of home-produced coal do 
not keep pace with these developments. Nuclear 
energy and oil will make up the discrepancy 


between the demands for electric power and. the 
available coal supplies. 

Central Electricity Authority has placed contracts 
for two nuclear power stations, sited at Bradwell in 
Essex, and Berkeley in Gloucestershire. A third 
station—the largest yet projected—is to be erected 








at Hinkley Point near Bridgwater in Somerset. 
These three stations will have an aggregate capacity 
of some 850,000 kilowatts. 

The Government’s revised nuclear power station 
programme provides for 19 nuclear power stations 
to be completed by 1965. They will develop from 
5,000 to 6,000 megawatts of capacity and add to the 
national power resources the equivalent of some 
18 million tons of coal a year. 


As the demand for power grows, nuclear 
energy will become more and more im- 
portant as a source of electric power, 
upon which the economic future of the 
country so largely depends.
